The funeral services were held this 
afternoon at the Prebytcrian church, 
and were conducted by Dr. Latimer, 
assisted by Rev. W. H. Williams, of 
the Baptist church. The interment 
was in the Springfield cemetery. 

Miss Annse Peters was about forty 
years of age. and was the only daugh¬ 
ter of the late Samuel Peters and MrK. 
Marganp Peters. Her whole life was 
spent in Springfield, the latter part of 
it being devoted to one of the noblest 
of profeasions, nursing the sick, caring 
for the afflicted and comforting the 
suffering. As a trained nurse she was 
proficient iii her profession, ciieertul, 
that the meloncholy might be so, and a 
sympathizer with Aose to whom sor¬ 
row had come. Tho in youth she ha*l 
wanted for nothing, never theless 
when the day of adversity came to her 
arnl her widowed mother it wras not 
with murmurings of discontent or re¬ 
bellion that she chose a profession, for 
she filled it as we believe Christ would 
have had her fill it, so as to be a credit 
to berself, whelp to the commuity and 
a comfort ta her mother. Every deafh 
bed is sad and the surroundings solemn, 
yet when we stand beside the bed of 
one over whom the angel of death 
hovers and hear that one when takiilg 
leave of all that is precious in the 
flesh, knowing that the summons of the 
Master is at hand, when we see this 
and hear^a prayer that God may make 
his summons quick, to be faintly fol¬ 
lowed by the singing of “Nearer My 
God to Thee.” we are wont to say, 
“O death where ia thv sting"! O grave 
where is thv victoryl” Such was the 
death of Miss Annie Peters, for when 
too weak to pray audibly or to utter 
the words of that grand old hymn she 
still sang the air as her spirit drew 
nearer its God.
